REPORT.  , 

Presented  to  the  Fifteenth  Annual  Meeting,  held  in  Londo?i, 

August,  1873, 


The  Council  has  the  pleasure  of  reporting  that  the  Society’s 
financial  condition  is  in  every  way  satisfactory.  The  Balance 
which  remained  in  hand  in  1871  was  upwards  of  £250,  whilst  that 
at  the  close  of  1872  was  about  £660.  The  details  of  receipt  and 
expenditure  will  be  found  in  the  appended  balance  sheet. 

The  woiks  issued  during  1872  consisted  of  the  second  volume  of 
Strieker  s Manual  of  Histology,  the  first  volume  of  Bindfleisch’s 
Pathological  Histology,  and  the  fifth  and  concluding  volume  of 
Tiousseau  s Clinical  Medicine ; the  latter  being  supplemented  by  a 
detailed  index  to  the  entire  work.  The  series  for  the  year  was 
completed  by  a twelfth  Fasciculus  of  the  Atlas  of  Portraits  of 
Skin  Diseases. 

Dui’ing  the  current  year  two  volumes  have  already  been  issued, 
completing  the  works  of  Strieker  and  Hindfleisch,  in  each  case 
with  an  index.  A third  volume  for  the  year,  being  the  Biennial 
Ketrospect  for  the  years  1871-2,  is  completed,  and  will  be 
distributed  immediately.  The  year’s  series  will,  as  usual,  be  com- 
pleted by  the  addition  of  a Fasciculus  of  the  Atlas.  Amongst 
the  works  which  are  now  in  preparation  may  be  mentioned 
Von  Troltsch’s  Treatise  on  the  Surgical  Diseases  of  the  Ear, 
which  will  be  published  with  copious  annotations  by  Mr.  Hinton. 
To  this  will  be  appended  a translation,  by  Mr.  Hinton,  of  a short 
monograph,  by  Professor  Helmholtz,  on  the  Mechanics  of  the 
Bones  of  the  Ear  and  the  Membrana  Tympani.  The  two  works 
will  be  included  in  one  small  volume.  A third  volume  of  Hebra’s 
work  on  Diseases  of  the  Skin  is  in  a course  of  translation,  by  Mr. 
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Waren  Tay  ; and  Dr.  Barnes  has  in  preparation  for  the  Society  an 
annotated  edition  of  Smellie’s  Obstetric  Works. 

The  great  task  which  the  Society  has  in  hand,  the  production  of 
a new  edition  of  Mayne’s  Lexicon,  has  progressed  but  slowly.  In 
reply  to  advertisements  issued,  now  more  than  a year  ago,  the 
Council  obtained  offers  of  editorial  work  from  many  quarters,  and 
from  very  able  men.  It  experienced,  however,  great  difficulty  in 
finding  any  one  willing,  competent,  and  possessed  of  sufficient 
leisure  to  undertake  the  very  onerous  and  responsible  duties  of 
general  editor.  It  has,  however,  now  the  pleasure  of  being  able  to 
state  that  Mr.  Robert  Cooke,  of  Stoke  Newington,  has  been 
appointed  to  that  office.  With  him  will  be  associated  a staff  of 
coadjutors  for  special  divisions  of  the  work.  Mr.  Cooke  will  be 
glad  to  receive  suggestions,  lists  of  words  omitted  from  the  former 
edition,  improved  definitions,  &e.,  &c.,  from  any  member  of  the 
Society  who  may  incline  to  favour  him  with  them.  It  will  be 
convenient  to  confine  attention,  for  the  present,  to  the  first  portion 
of  the  work.  The  Council  has  not  yet  finally  decided  as  to  the 
precise  mode  in  which  this  work  will  be  brought  out,  but  it  will, 
probably,  be  divided  into  two  volumes,  and,  possibly,  it  may  be 
thought  best  to  issue  it  in  smaller  parts.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
it  ivill  prove  a very  expensive^  undertaking,  and  the  Council  would 
urge  upon  all  members  of  the  Society  the  importance  of  endeavour- 
ing to  further  the  interests  of  medical  literature  by  endeavouring 
to  add  to  its  subscribers’  list.

LAWS  OF  THE  NEW  SYDENHAM  SOCIETY. 


I. — The  Society  is  instiliitca  for  tlio  p>ir- 
poso  of  supplying  certain  acluiowledgoil 
deliciencos  in  tlic  existing  means  of  dif- 
fusing medical  literature,  and  sliall  be  called 
“ The  New  Sydenham  Society.” 

II. — The  Society  shall  carry  out  its  obiects 
by  a succession  oi'  publications,  of  wliich  tlio 
following  shall  bo  the  chief:— 1.  Transla- 
tions of  I’orcign  Works,  Papers,  and  Essays 
of  merit  to  be  reproduced  as  early  as  prac- 
ticable after  their  original  issue ; 2.  British 
Works,  Paper.s,  Lectures,  &c.,  which,  whilst 
of  great  value,  have  become  from  any  cause 
difficult  to  be  obtained,  excluding  those  of 
living  authors  ; 3.  Annual  Volumes  consist- 
ing of  Reports  in  Abstract  of  tlie  progress 
of  the  different  branches  of  Medical  and 
Surgical  Science  during  the  year ; 4.  Die- 
tionaries  of  Medical  Bibliography  aud  Bio- 
graphy.  Those  included  under  Nos.  1 and  2 
shall  be  held  to  have  the  first  claim  on  the 
attention  of  the  Society,  and  the  carrying 
out  of  those  under  3 and  4 shall  be  consi- 
dered dependant  upon  the  amount  of  funds 
whidi  may  be  placed  at  its  disposal. 

III.  — The  Subscription  constituting  a 
Member  shall  be  One  Guinea,  to  be  paid  i7i 
advance  on  the  1st  of  January  annually  and 
it  shall  entitle  the  subscriber  to  a copy  ol 
every  work  published  for  that  year,  Ao 
hooks  shall  be  issued  to  any  member  tmiil 
his  subsc7'iptionfo7'  the  year  has  been  paid. 

IV. — The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be 
elected  from  the  Members,  and  shall  consist 
of  a President,  Sixteen  Vice-Presidents,  a 
Treasurer,  a Secretary,  and  a Council  of 
Thirty-two ; in  whom  the  power  of  framing 
bve-law.s  and  of  directing  the  affairs  of  the 
Society,  shall  be  vested.  Twelve  of  the 
Council  shall  be  Provincial  Residents. 


V. — Rive  Members  of  the  Council  shall 
form  a quorum. 

VI. — The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  at  the  General  Anniversary 
Meeting 'of  the  Society,  Balloting  lists  of 
Officers  propo.sed  by  the  Council,  with  blank 
places  for  such  alterations  as  any  Member 
may  wish  to  make,  shall  be  laid  on  the  So- 
ciety’s, table  for  the  use  of  Members. 

VII  — The  Prcsident.Vice-Prcsidents,  and 
Council  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election,  ex- 
cept that  of  the  Vice-Presidents  four,  and 
of  the  Council  eight,  shall  retire,  every  year. 

VIII. — The  Council  shall  appoint  Local 
Honorary  Secretaries  wherever  they  shall 
see  fit. 

IX— The  business  of  the  President  shall 
bo  to  preside  at  the  Annual  and  E.xtraordi- 
iiary  Jlcetings  of  the  Society;  in  his  absence 
one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  or  the  Tiea- 
surcr  or  any  Member  of  the  Council  chosen 
by  the  Members  present,  shall  take  the  chair. 

X The  Treasurer,  or  some  person  ap- 

pointed by  him,  shall  receive  all  moneys  due 
to  the  Society. 

XL The  money  in  the  hands  of  the  Trea- 


surer, which  sinill  not  be  immediately  re- 
quired for  the  uses  of  the  Society,  shall  be 
vested  in  such  speedily  available  securities 
as  shall  be  approved  of  by  the  Council. 

XII.  — The  Council  shall  select  the  Works 
to  bo  published  by  the  Society  and  shall 
make  all  arrangements,  pecuniary  or  other- 
wise, in  regard  to  their  publication.  In  tho 
event  of  any  member  of  the  Council  being 
appointed  to  edit  any  work  for  the  Society, 
for  which  he  is  to  receive  pecuniary  remune- 
ration, he  shall  immediately  c.ease  to  bo  a 
Member  of  the  Council,  and  shall  not  be 
eligible  for  re-election  till  after  the  publica- 
tion of  the  Work. 

XIII.  — The  Council  shall  lay  before  the 
Members  at  each  Anniversary  Meeting  a 
report  of  their  proceedings  during  the  past 
year,  and  also  an  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditure  of  the  Society;  and  shall  fur- 
ther cause  to  be  printed  and  circulated 
among  the  Members,  an  abstract  of  such 
report  and  accounts  immediately  after  such 
Anniversary  Meeting. 

XIV. — The  annual  accounts  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditure  of  tho  Society  shall  be 
audited  b.y  a Committee  of  three  Members, 
selected  at  the  preceding  Anniversary  Meet- 
ing from  among  the  Members  at  large. 

XV.  — The  Secretary  shall  have  the  man- 
agement of  the  general  correspondence  of 
the  Society,  and  of  such  other  business  as 
may  arise  in  carrying  out  its  objects. 

XVI. — The  Local  Secretaries  shall  further 
the  objects  of  the  Society  in  their  respec- 
tive districts,  and  shall  be  in  communication 
with  the  Metropolitan  Secretary. 

XVII. — The  Anniversary  Meeting  shall  be 
held  in  the  same  town  as,  and  at  the  time  of 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  tee  British  Medical 
Association,  notice  of  it  having  been  given 
to  all  Jlembers  at  least  a week  before  the 
day  fixed  on. 

XVIII.- The  Members  generally  shall  be 
invited  and  encouraged  to  proijose  Vi  orks, 
&c.,  and  to  make  any  suggestions  to  the 
Council  thej'  may  think  likely  to  be  uselul. 

XIX. — The  IVorks  of  the  Society  shall  be 
printed  for  the  Members  only. 

XX. — No  alteration  in  the  Laws  of  the  So- 
ciety shall  be  made,  except  at  a General 
Meeting.  Notice  of  the  alteration  to  be  pro- 
posed must  also  have  been  laid  before  the 
Council  at  least  a month  iireviously. 

XXI— The  Council  shall  have  power  to 
call  a General  iMeeting  of  the  Members  at 
any  time,  and  shall  also  be  required  to  do 
so  within  three  weeks,  upon  receiving  a re- 
quisition in  writing  to  that  elfcct  Irom  not 
less  than  twenty  Jlembers  of  the  Society. 

XXII.— All  Special  Gwieral  Jlcctings  of 
the  Society  shall  be  held  at  such  place  as 
the  Council  may  appoint. 

XXIII.— The  Council  shall  meet  at  least 
once  in  two  months,  unless  by  special  reso 
lution  to  the  contrary. 
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A THIRD  EDITION  of  the  VOLUMES  for  1859  has  been  printed,  and  also 
a Second  Edition  of  those  for  i860.  All  the  Works  issued  by  the  Society  are  now 
in  stock,  and  can  be  obtained  by  New  Merhbers. 

CARRIAGE,  &c.— The  Society’s  Works  are  supplied  free  of  cost  to  any 
address  in  London,  Edinburgh,  or  Dublin ; but  the  expenses  of  carriage  to  all 
other  places  must  be  borne  by  the  Members  to  whom  they  are  sent.  Members 
wishing  to  receive  their  Volumes  by  Book-post  can  do  so  by  pre-paying  the 
postage.  Members  are  requested  to  give  detailed  instructions  respecting  the 
mode  by  which  they  wish  their  volumes  to  be  forwarded,  and  also  to  remember 
that  the  Society’s  responsibility  ceases  when  the  book  has  been  delivered  according 
to  the  instructions  given.  Members  wishing  to  receive  their  works  by  Book-post 
can  do  so  by  paying  the  sum  of  2s.
